above all others in the procession 
7 of events that led to the ahdication 
of Nicholas II. as czar of Russia. 


The first is that of Constantine 


Pobiedonostzev, the retiring ruler’s boy- 
hood tutor. The second recalls the mem- 
ory, still much alive in Russia, of Greg- 
ory Rasputin, the self-styled monk. 
Pobiedonostzev it was who crushed the 


‘hope of reform which the Russian people 
nad when Nicholas succeeded to the 


throne in 1894. Historians agree it was 
he who ruled Russia with an iron hand 
until the day of the czar's famous mani- 
festo of 1905. which granted the first 
elective duma. 


— 

History repeated itself in later years 
in the sinister power which Rasputin, 
the monk, held over the emperor and 
his family. In all the clashes between 
duma and ministry which have marked 
Russia's part in the European war no 
one element brought such flashes of open 
dune H. as did the general hostility to- 
ward Rasputin and fear of his influ- 
ence. By common consent he was looked 
upon as a friend of Germany and a 


mainstay of the pro-German element.

There was general and open réjoicing 
when, in December, accounts were pub- 
lished of his assassination in the home 
of a Russian nobleman. No political 
event in years had produced such a 
widespread hope for the end of what

Until the birth of Grand Duke 
Alexis Nicholaevitch, son of Emperor 
Nicholas, in 1904, he was the first in 
succession to the Russian throne.
